COMPLAINT 

1. This Complaint is filed by the undersigned Complainant, Jeremy Gold, who is 

President of The Gold Standard LLC. It is filed with the Federal Election Commission 

("FEC") pursuant to 52 U.S.C. § 30109 and 11 C.F.R. § 111.4. The complaint is swom 

to and signed by the Complainant, in the presence of a notary public, and is notarized.

3. The Complaint is filed against Foster Campbell whose address is P.O. Box 

44411, Shreveport, Louisiana, 71134. Mr. Campbell is a candidate in the 2016 general 

election for the Louisiana United States Senate seat. The Complaint is also filed against 



his principal campaign committee for the 2016 election cycle: Foster Campbell for the 

US Senate, Ron Roberts, Treasurer. PEG ID C00611988. 

4. Complainant alleges multiple violations of 52 U.S. Code § 30104(b)(8) by 

Foster Campbell and his campaign committee, Foster Campbell for the US Senate. The 

Complainant alleges that Foster Campbell and Foster Campbell for the US Senate are 

underreporting monthly debt owed by the campaign committee to the Gold Standard 

LLC. 

5. Complainant and Foster Campbell, on behalf of the campaign committee, 

4 signed a binding contract on April 1, 2016. Per the terms of the contract, the agreement 

commenced on April IS, 2016 and continues through December IS, 2016 unless 

terminated earlier. Termination may occur at the discretion of either party, with or 

without cause, upon 30 days prior written notice to the other. See Attachment A. Neither 

party provided written notice to cancel the contract 30 days before December 15,2016. 

6. Complainant and Foster Campbell, on behalf of the campaign committee, 

agreed through binding contract that compensation for services would be paid by the 

campaign committee at the rate of $5,500 per month for April and May 2016, and $7,500 

per month for June - December, 2016. 

7. The Complainant has not been paid by the Campbell for the US Senate 

campaign committee for the months of July, August, September, October, November, and 



December 2016. Further, payment to the Complainant for the month of June was $2,500 

below the agreed upon compensation rate pursuant to binding contract. 

8. The Complainant alleges the Foster Campbell for the US Senate campaign 

conunittee'S Amended October Quarterly Report of Receipts and Disbursements 

underreports the debt owed to The Gold Standard. The amended report lists debt owed to 

I The Gold Standard as $5,500 for the months of July, August, and September 2016. See 

4 Attachment B. Further, it does not report the $2,500 debt owed to The Gold Standard for 

underpayment for the month of June, 2016. 

9. The Complainant alleges the Foster Campbell for the US Senate campaign 

committee is violating 52 U.S. Code § 30104(b)(8) by underreporting its debt and seeks 

FEC investigation into this matter to ensure Foster Campbell and the Foster Campbell for 

the US Senate campaign accurately reports the entire debt owed to The Gold Standard.

CONSlTlLtlNG AGREiEMEl^T 

AGREEMENT between The Gold Standard LLC (the "Consultant") and Foster Campbell for the 
US Senate (the "Committee") on April 1,2016. 

WITNESSETH:' 

WHEREAS, Committee desires to avail itself of the expertise and consulting sei-vices of Consullant and 
Consultant desires to make its expertise and consulting services available to Committee upon llie terms 
and conditions hereinafter set forth; 

NOW, THKREFORE, in consideration of the agreementis herein contained, the paities hereto agree as 
follows: 

1. CQNStlLTINQ SERVICES. Consultant hereby agrees to perform die following consulting 
services during the term of this Agreement: 

a. Develop and execute a national finance steategy for the 2016 election cycle. 

b. Conduct and oversee fimdraising operations with the national donor conununity, 
Washington DC PAC Community, and network of supporters. 

c. • Perform such ofiier services as mutually agreed by Committee and Consultant. 

Consultant agrees to use best efforts during the performance of such consulting services to promote the 
interests of Committee and to devote to die business and affairs of Committee during the term of diis 
Agreement such portion of Consultant's time and energies as is necessary to perform such consulting 
services. 

Except as otherwise approved in advance and in writing by Committee, all consulting services to be 
provided pursuant to this Agreement as set fordi in Section 1 hereof, shall be performed on behalf of 
Consultant by the following individual(s): Jeremy S. Gold. 

2. TERM OF AGREEMENT. This agreement shall commence on Apiil 15,2016 and continue 
through December 15,2016 unless terminated earlier. Termination may occur at the discretion of either 
party, with or without cause, upon 3 0 days prior written notice to the other. 

3. COMPBNSATIQN. 

(a) Compensation. Starting with the date of this document tire Committee shall pay tire 
Consultant at the rate of $5,500 per month for April and May 2016, and $7,500 per montii &r June -
December, 2016 for the services rendered under this Agreement. Upon victory in the 2016 Louisiana 
Senate Race, a payment of $7,500 will be made to tiie Consultant by the Committee. Payment for 
services shall be due promptly upon the Fifteenth of every month for the prior month's services, or upon 
invoice fr-om the Consultant. The agreement may be termmated be either party widr or widrout cause by 
providing dre other paity widi thiity (30) day prior written notice. The committee shall be liable only for 
payments for services due, and expenses and costs incui'red, prior to the effective date of termination. 
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The amount of compensation and schedule for payment may be adjusted by mutual agreement of the 
parties as evidenced by a written addendum to diis Agreement. 

(b) Reimbursement ofExpenses. Consultant shall be entitled to reimbui-sement of pre-approved 
reasonable out-of-pocket expenses reasonably incurred in carrying out its duties under this Agreement. Li 
order to receive reimbursement, however-, any claim for reimbursement of expenses shall be supported by 
any receipts and other documentation required by Committee. Reasonable expetises include postage, 
copying, printing,..reasonable hotel rates for standai-d lodging (not deluxe),..coach ah-fare,. longdistance 
telephone charges, taxi fare, oveiTiight mail and other delive^ service chargesi parking, and tran tiayel. 
Event expenses shall be handled on a separate case^by-case basis witlr .pr-e-approval Of each event bud^t 
and costs. Consultant shall not under any circumstances be reimbursed for charges sudi as limousine 
service, movie rentals, health club fees, personal services, bar chargesj ente^inrnent charges, w other-
such expenses. Consultant shall obtain pre-approval for expenses, but shall not have to obtain.pre-
approval for each such expenditure if Consultant; receives approval for that categoiy Of expenditure, 
except that, any single expenditure exceeding. S'ZOO. must be specifically appr-ipVed in advance by 
Committee. This Subsecfion regarding reimbursement policy is subject to ilie guidelines Of the 

time, which are incorporated herein by reference. Payment for expenses shall be due promptly upon 
receipt of an invoice from Consultant for the prior montii's expenses. 

3 (c) If any amount paid to Consultant, either- for consulting services or for reimbursement of 
expenses, is determined at any time as um-easonable or premised on a frilse, fictitious or fraudulent 
representation by Consultant, or by anpfiier with Consultant's knowledge or at Consultant's urging. 
Committee is entitled to repayment of such amount from Consultant and may offset such amourrt against 
future payments that may be due to Consultant. Consultant agrees drat no part of fire compensation or any 
reimbursement payment received pursuant to this Agreement shall be paid to any employee, consultant or 
other- person retained or engaged by Committee. Consultant shall receive no payment or anything of 
value from a vendor or consultant recommended to Committee by Consultant, or who provides goods or 
services to Consultant in connectiori widi goods or services Consultant provides to Committee. 

4. COORDINATION. 

(a) Coordination. Consultant shall coordinate all activities as instructed with permanent staff or 
other designee(s) of the Committee. 

(b) Press. Consultant agrees that Consultant is not directly or indir-ectly, at any time during tlie 
term of this Agreement, and without regar-d to when or for what reason this Agi-eeraent shall teimrnate, 
autlrorrzed without the prior approval of Committee, to communicate with any member of the press, 
including representations of both print and electronic media, regarding any aspect of diis Agreement, die 
seivices performed by Consultant under this Agreement, or any Icnowledge or information relating to flie 
business of Committee obtained as a result of the seivices perfoi-med by Consultant under tiiis Agreement, 
without the express prior approval of Committee. Consultant shall refer promptly all queries from the 
press, in whatever form or circumstances they ai-e made, to an individual designated by tiie Committee. 

5. CO^IDENTIALITY. 

(a) Consultant agrees that Consultant will not, direcfly or indirectly, at any time during the temi 
of this Agi-eement or thereafter, and witliout regard to when or for what reason this Agreement shall 
terminate, divulge, furnish, make accessible, or permit the disclosure to anyone (other than Committee or 
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other persons employed or designated by Committee) any Icnowledge or information of any type 
•whatsoever acquired by Consultant in tlie course, of the consitltancyi including (but not limited to); 
Icnowledge or information relating to the business or activities of tlie Committee^ including business and 
activities relating to the services rendered under this Agreement, whether disclosed orally or visually to 
Consultant and whether stored on. any tangible medium or memorialized by Consultant ("Confidential 
Information"). 

(b) The tei-m Confidential Infoimation includes all originals, recorded and. unrecorded copies of 
such Confidential Information, as well as information derived therefrom and. portions thereof. Such 
Confidential Information also includes, but is not limited to, all written or audio materials obtained, 
generated, produced or otherwise acquired during the course of the consultancy, including (but not limited 
to) any notes, charts, lists, computer files, electronic mail messages, phoiie logs Or" oflier memoranda, 
whether handwritten, "typed, or otherwise created, hifonnation shall be Confidential Information even if 
no legal protection has been obtained or sought for such information under applicable laws and vvhetlier 
or not Consultant has been notified.diat such information is Confidential Information. 

(c) Consultant shall not be liable for disclosure of Confidential Information if such disclosure is 
pursuant to judicial or otiier legal or. admiiustration actions or otlrer lawfully compelled disclosurej 
provided that the Consultant notifies Committee, by registered mail, of the. need for such disclosure 
within five (5) days after such need becomes-Iqrpwn and gives Committee a reasonable opportunity to 
contest such disclosure. 

(d) Consultant understands and agrees tiiat all lists, reports, data, information and other works 
produced by Consultant within the scope of the engagement, and any copies tliereof created while 
performing services in the course of the engagement, shall be the sole property of Committee and that 
Consultant shall have no title or rights therein. 

(e) Upon termination of this Agreement for whatever reason or upon breach of any of the 
obligations set forth in this Agreement, Consul^t shall return all Conf dential Liformatibn (as defined 
above) to Committee, regardless of the ifpim in which it appeai-s or is stored (including information stored 
on tapes, computer discs, compact discs or other media). 

(f) The obligations set forth in this paragraph shall survive indefinitely the termination of tills 
Agieement. 

6. WRITTEN SOLICITATIONS. 

(a) Consultant agrees that it will not include the Committee's name or the name of a federal candidate 
or officeholder on any written solicitation materials, including but not limited to invitations, 
advertisements, and solicitations, unless tire material is soliciting only fimds permissible under fedei-al 
law. 

(b) Consultant shall provide Committee tlie opportunity to review all written solicitation materials, 
includmg but not limited to invitations, advertisements, and solicitations. Consultant agrees that 
Committee maintains final declsion-malcing authority over tiie content of these written materials. 

7. ASSISTANCE WITH GOVERNMENT JNOUiR"^. Consultant agrees to provide in a 
timely manner, all documents and services, including personal services, necessaiy to assist the Committee 
in connection witli any audit, inquiiy or investigation of the Committee by the Federal Election 
Commission or by any other government agency or in connection witli any matter relating to compliance 



by the Committee with-the federal or state election laws and/or regulations implementing them, relating tp 
Consultant's seivic.es under this Agreement. The obligations set fortli in this pwagi-aph shall sutvive 
indefinitely the termination of this Agi-eement. 

8. SOFT .MONEY RESTRlCTiONS. Cpnsultant understands that Cbhsultant. shall nqfj 
directly or indirectly, solicit,, direct, h-ansfer, spend or disburse any nonfederal fiinds in connection with 
Committee. .Consultant shall not, at any time when .acting on behalf of Committee, solicit any nonfederal 
funds for any entity. 

9. OTHER CONSULTING SERVICES. Committee and Consultant agree that Consultant may 
provide independent consulting services to other individuals or entities, provided, however, 
that: 

(a) Such other independent consulting services shall in no way impair Consultant's ability to 
provide consulting services to Committee pursuant to this Agi'eement; 

(b) Consultant shall, in regaM to consulting woric performed for other individuals or entities, 
observe in fiili the confidentiality requirements set jfortli in Section 5 of this Agreement; and 

(p) Consultiaht shall avoid at all times activities in the service of other individuals or entities tliat 
could present in fact or in appearance, a conflict witli the interests of Gommiftee. 

•10. COMPLIANCE WITiH FEDERAL ELECHON LAW AMD COMMITTEE EQLltaES. 
Consultant is obligated to be familiar and comply with applicable provisions of the Federal Election 
Campaign Act, as amended, including any and all Federal Election Commission regulations and 
requirements. Consultant shall read and comply with any and all Committee policies, procedures and 
rules adopted and provided to it by Committee. Consultant understands tliat any policies, procedures and 
rules provided to it by Committee are subject to change at any time. 

11. BREACH BY CONSULTANT. Eacli pairty recognizeis that the consulting, services to be' 
rendered .under this Agi-eement by- Consultant are special, unique and extraordinary in-chaiacter,-and ftat-
in the event" of breach by Consultant of the terms and conditions of this Agreeirieht to be. peffohned'-.by 
Consultant, Committee shall be entitled, if it so elects, to institute and prosecute proceedings in any court 
of competent jurisdiction, either in law or in equity, to seek damages for any breach of this Agreement; to 
obtain an injunction restraining Consultant fi-om committing or continuing any violation of this 
Agreement (including, without limitation, the provisions of Section S), or to enforce the specific 
performance of this Agi-eement by Consultant 

12. INDEPENDENT CONTRACTOR. Consultant shall perfoi-m consulting services pursuant to 
this Agreement as an independent contr actor witli respect to Committee, and nothing in this Agreement 
shall create, or be deemed to. create, ,any relationship of employer and employee or of master and servant 
between Committee and Consultant. As an independent contractor. Consultant is responsible forpayment 
of all applicable obligations to state and/or federal governmental agencies, including, but not limited to, 
income tax, unemployment tax, business registration fees, etc. 

13. ASSIGNMENT. Except as specifically set fortli in this Agreement, the rights and interests of 
Consultant in this Agreement may not be sold, fansferred, assigned, pledged or hypotliecated. In tiie 
event of any attempted assignment or ti-ansfer of rights hereundei- contrai-y to the provisions hereof. 
Committee shall have no further liability for payments hereundei-. 



14. QWNERiSHIP. OF WORK PRODUCT. All wodc product^ files, dOnor lists^ constitaent 
lists, or aiiy campaign lists, docuiinentSj aitwprk, computer records; and other materials, produced .or 
obtained .by ConsultOiit in foftlierance of work performed for the Committee become, and" .remain the 
exclusive property of the Committee. Consultant shall return all such materials to the Committee. 

15. GOVERNING LAW: CAPTIONS. This Agi-eement contains the. entire agi-eement:betw,een 
the parties and shall be governed, by die law of the'District of Columbia. .Except as stated hereinj it may 
not be changed orally, but only by agreeinent in writing, signed by the par!y:against whom enforcement of 
any waiver, change, modification or discharge is sought. Section headings are for ponvenience of 
reference only and shall not be considered apait of this Agreement. 

16. PRIOR AGREEMENTS. This Agreement supersedes and terminates all prior agreements 
between the paities relating to the subject matter herein addressed. 

17. NOTICES. Any notice", or other communication required or permitted in .connection widt 
this Agi-eement shall be in writing and shall be deemed to have been receivedby a parly hereto: (i) on. the 
day it iis delivered in. person to such paily; (ii) if sent by .Overnight deliveiy seivice, the next business day 
following the. day. it was deposited with the overnight deliyeiy service for next-day deliveiy to. theaddrtss 
set foith below; (iii) the day it is'.reeelved by such party, at die facsimile number or E>mail . address set 
forth below; or (iv) if sent by regular mail, on die fifth day .after the day on "which it is mailed,-postage 
prepared, to the address set forth below.
